our warships. 


The preamble to .the resolution re- 


citts that many American citizens 
have been illegally and without suffi- 
cient; cause arrested and imprisoned in 
Cuba by the Spanish authorities: that 
some of these Americans thus wrong- 
fully arrested and imprisoned hav'_ 
beer, thrust into dark and fou! dun- 
geons, denied the necessaries of life, 
have been maltreated without trial, 
and have been inhumanly done to 
death. "In a majority of the cases," 
says the preamble, "these Americans 
thus unlawfully arrested and barbar- 
ously dealt with have been denied the 
trial guaranteed them by the treaties 
between the United States and Spain, 
and have been treated in a manner 
unworthy of a civilized nation, or of a 


[ people professing to be Christians. 
It 


is well known that many of these 
Americans have been maltreated, and 
some of them have been butchered, net 
because of any fault of theirs, but to 
enable Spanish officials to vent their 
hatred of the United States and ex- 
hibit their animosity toward Ameri- 
cans in general. 


"These w'cked, illegal and barbarous 


deeds of the Spanish officials in Cuba, 
sustained as they have been by the 
lawful authorities of Spain, are an in- 
tentional insult and injury to the whole 
"paople and government of the United 
States. The further submission of the 
Government of the United States to 
these atrocities and outrages upon our 
citizens in Cuba will degrade our gov- 
ernment in the estimation of lovers of 
liberty and justice the world over, and 
be at the same time a grievous wrong 
and humiliation to every citizen of the 
United States, an injury to one being 
en injury to all."

THE RISE IX THE OHIO. 


Observer at Cincinnati Predicts That Sixty 


Feet Will be Reached. 


Cincinnati, Feb. 24.—Monday night, 


in the absence of any great cloudburst 
at the headwaters of the Monongahela 
river, no one dreamed that the river 
would reach a maximum of over 55 feet. 
Opinions changed yesterday when it 
was learned that a flood in the Alle- 
gheny was coming down just late 
enough to pile in on that of the Mo- 
nongahela. 
The signal 
service ob- 


server here now predicts that 60 feet 
will be reached at Cincinnati by tonight. 
At 9 o'clock last night the stage here 
was 54 feet 3 inches, a rise of 3 feet in 
12 hours, or 3 inches per hour. Reports 
from points above show rapid rises 
from Pittsburg to Cincinnati. At Cat- 
lettsburg, Ky., 100 houses are more or 
less submerged, and a few more feet 
will affect every business house in the 
city. Cellars 
on Front 
and

streets, at Portsmouth, are flooded, 
and many people are driven from their 
dwellings. Portions of Maysville, Ky., 
and much of Aberdeen, O., are sub- 
merged, driving families from their 
homes. 


On the Big Sandy river the villages 


of East Point and Solyerville have been 
made uninhabitable. It is reported that 
a family of six were arowned at Sol- 
yerville.

I It Demands the Release of Ameri- 
l 
oa,ns from Cuban Prisons, 


Washington, 
Feb. 
24.—Kg present na­ 
tive Gibson, of Tennessee, yesterday 
introduced a joint resolution directing 
the president to demand of the Span­ 
ish authorities in Cuba the immediate 
restoration to liberty of every Ameri­ 
can citizen, native born or naturalised, 
now imprisoned by them in the island 
of Cuba, and that in support of that 
demand 
the president is 
authorised 
and directed to accompany it by the 
presence of a sufficient num ber of Uni­ 
ted States ships of w ar to make that 
demand good, and if it is not granted 
within 24 hours th a t the city of 15 a- 
vana, and, if need be, other ports of 
Cuba be bombarded until it is fully 
complied with and all American citi­ 
zens delivered to the commander of 
our warships. 


The preamble to .the resolution re­ 
cites th a t 
m any American 
citizens 
have been illegally and without suffi­ 
cient cause arrested and imprisoned in 
Cuba by the Spanish authorities; that 
some of those Americans thus wrong­ 
fully arrested 
and 
imprisoned 
have 
been thrust into dark and foul dun­ 
geons, denied the necessaries of life, 
have been 
m altreated 
without trial, 
and have been 
inhum anly 
done to 
death. “In a m ajority of the eases,” 
says the preamble, “these Americans 
thus unlawfully ai'rested and barbar­ 
ously dealt with have been denied the 
trial guaranteed them by the treaties 
between the United States and Spain, 
and have been treated in a m anner 
unworthy of a civilized nation, or of a 
people professing to be Christians. It 
is Avell known th a t 
m any of 
these 
Americans have been maltreated, and 
some of them have been butchered, not 
because of any fault of theirs, but to 
enable Spanish officials to vent their 
hatred of the United States and ex­ 
hibit their animosity toward Ameri­ 
cans in general. 


“These w'cked, illegal and barbarous 
deeds of the Spanish officials in Cuba, 
sustained as they have been by the 
lawful authorities of Spain, are an in­ 
tentional insult and injury to the whole 
people and government of the United 
States. The fu rth er submission of the 
government of the United States to 
these atrocities and outrages upon our 
citizens in Cuba will degrade our gov­ 
ernment in the estimation of lovers of 
liberty and justice the world over, and 
be at the same time a grievous wrong 
and humiliation to every citizen of the 
United States, an injury to one being 
an injury to all.” 


Representative 
Cummings, of New

CUBA W OULD PAY F O B FR EED O M . 


So D eclares P resid en t Cisneros and Gen« 
eral M axim o Gomez, 


New York, Feb. 24.—The World pub­ 
lishes an autograph letter w ritten to 
that paper by Salvator Cisneros, pres­ 
ident of the provisional government of 
the 
Cubans, 
and 
countersigned 
by 
Maximo Gomez, the general in chief. 
The letter was approved by the so- 
called cabinet of the provisional gov­ 
ernment, and bears the seal of the in­ 
fant republic. It is in reply to 
the 
question: 


“Do you believe that the w ar can be 
ended on the basis of independence by 
the paym ent of an indemnity by Cuba 
to Spain, with the United States as 
arbitrators ?” 


The letter says in part: 
“On the basis of independence it will 
be possible to enter into negotiations. 
This should provide for the evacuation 
t-f the island by the Spanish and for 
the future relations between Spain and 
the new Cuban republic. 
We believe 
there should also be included an in­ 
demnity to be paid Spain provided the 
amount is reasonable. 


“But if done it should be done as 
soon as possible. The indemnity should 
prevent the further loss of blood and 
money, and it would save the economic 
resources 
of 
the 
people 
who have 
sworn to the complete destruction of 
the island bef .ro they will submit anew 
to the dominion of Spain. 


"Cuba can pay less as the time pass­ 
es, not only because each moment she 
earns less, but it will be increasingly 
difficult for her to fulfill the stipula­ 
tion and agreements she is now able 
to in alee. 


“We would not deem it advisable for 
the United States to intervene as a r ­ 
bitrators, providing* always th at the 
Island of Cuba

raging here will probably equal the 
great flood of 1SS1, which measured 34 
feet. It is impossible to estimate the 
damage the pre£\ nt rise is doing, but 
$500.000 will be putting it mildly to 
Pittsburg and Alle gheny alone. Along 
the lowlands In the vicinity of each the 
rivers have been rubmorged since yes­ 
terday noon, and the 1 *»«>d did not 
cease inrrea^ni; until midnight. 


More than 10,000 men have beet* made 
idle by the rise, as m any of the mills 
are located on the banks of the river. 
The w ater has invaded the heart of the 
city and ilooded the cellars and stop­ 
ped traffic in m any 
places, notably 
Sixth 
and 
Market 
streets, 
popular 
thoroughfares. 
A large part of Alle­ 
gheny has apparently been blotted out. 


Many 
people

along the banks of the Allegheny river.

Monongahela river, California, Monon- 
gahela City, Charleroi, east and west

are ilooded, 
and m any people are driven from their 
dwellings.

the thought of high winds excites no 
alarm in the East, while in the cyclone 
States it is a common cause of appre- 
hension. 
Still more narrowly local-

No one disputes the fact that birds 


of all species in their wild state take 
their food, be it grain, animal or veg- 
etable in a raw state—in a wild state 
for that matter; but our poultry has 
been bred so far from their natural 
condition, and so much more is re- 
quired of them in egg production. 
•weight of carcass or early maturity, 
that they are called upon to live aud 
work at high pressure, and must have 
their wants, abnormal though they be, 
supplied in keeping with the require- 
ments. 
One way to do this is to cook part 


of their food ; this alone adds variety 
if we use but one grain nnd feed part 
of it raw aud part of it cooked. 
Fowls prefer some foods cooked rather 
thau raw ; others raw to cooked, tind 
their preference should be consulted. 


Care must be used in feeding cooked 


food to laying or breeding stock, as it 
is more fattening than raw foovl. 
In 


cold weather cooked food may be fed 
warm and is greatly relished. 
As 


cooked food is more easily digested 
than raw, it is best to feed raw grain 
at night, as the time till the morning 
feed is longer than between the other 
feedings. Corn is an excellent evening 
meal, and in winter it is well to 
warm it before feeding. 


The simplest way to cook poultry 


feed is to boil it. The grains—corn, 
wheat, 
buckwheat, 
rice—may be 


boiled or steamed. 
If boiled they 


should be kept from the bottom of the 
vessel by mean? of a perforated plate 
of sheet iron. Mush may be made 
from any of the grains ground and fed 
•when fresh made or cold. If fed fresh 
be sure it is not too hot. Fowls hare 
died from being fed food that was too 
hot. 


Beets, turnips, potatoes, pumpkin?, 


may be boiled, mushed and a fine pud 
ding made by thickening them with 
meal of any kind, bran or middlings, 
or a mixture of these. The pudding 
will be more civilized if the vegetables 
are cleaned before being cooked.—

cans ubout eighteen inches deep and 
eight inches in diameter, and the 
other in shallow tin pans or crocks, 
writes C. S. Plumb, of the Indiana 
Experiment Station. 
Tu the less pro- 


gressive dairy regions the latter is the 
most common form, and to the writer 
the most objectionable. 
The large 


shallow vessels expose a great surface 
of milk or cream to the air, oflering a 
good field for catching dust or absorb- 
ing odore. 
Milk rapidly 
absorbs 


odors, which fact sometimes accounts 
for the disagreeable taste of milk that 
has stood in the barn for a few min- 
utes after milking, subject to the 
smell, etc. 
Iu view oi this fact per- 


sons who set their milk in musty 
cellars, or in pantries having a smell of 
provisions, usually produce butter of 
poor grade. The large-mouthed pan 
offers the largest surface of milk to 
catch these smells. Another objection 
to this form of pan is the influence of 
change of air-temperature on the milk. 
After being drawn from the cow, if it 
be set, milk should be rapidly reduced 
in temperature to as near forty de- 
grees as possible, and the temperature 
kept as constant as possible thereafter. 
If set on shelves, however, in cellar or 
pantry, or even in milk room, the 
temperature of the milk will be sub- 
ject to wide changes. On extremely 
cold days in winter it will be very 
likely to freeze, and frozen cream 
never ought to be used for making 
batter that is to be sold, as it is in- 
terior in quality. In very hot weather 
it is almost impossible to prevent milk 
so set from souring before the cream 
is fully risen, so that thereby a loss 
ensues. Should the niilk sour to lop- 
poring, then it is impossible to skim 
the cream from the surface without 
gathering in some cards, more or less 
of which are frequently left in the 
chura among the butter, from which 
they cannot be entirely separated, thus 
injuring the quality. 


The deep can offers a better oppor- 


tunity for keeping the miik under con- 
ditions favorable to maintaining its 
good quality until skimmed. The can 
inav be set in cold spring water, where 
available, and the temperature of the 
milk kept quite constant. 
Or the can 


may be placed in a creamer in cold 
well water cr- in ice water, and so set 
in ft cold bath, as it were at a low ttfm- 
perature, with the milk exposed to no 
undesirable atmospheric odors. The 
surface of milk exposed in such a can, 
is comparatively small, as compared 
with the larger pans, and there is a 
thicker layer of cream in consequence. 


Usually the cream is skimmed from 


the pans by means of a common hand 
skimmer or a laree flat scoop, while 
the commonest form of deep can ia 
creamed with a conical skimmer or I

There is always scene loss 
of cream in skimming by any hand 
process, bat more by the old fashioned 
surface methods than by the more 
modern withdrawing of the skim milk 
from below without disturbing the 
operation. At the Indiana Experi- 
ment Station very careful experiments 
were conductedcomparing .the skim- 
ming from the surface of cans, and 
drawing off the milk from below. Dur- 
ing fifteen days in February, the aver- 
age loss from surface skimming was 
0.34 per cent., while that skimmed 
from below showed a loss of but 0.17 
per cent. This makes a very impor- 
tant difierenee, where one is setting 
large quantities of milk.

ant to notice that the fear of ghosts 
comes very low on the list. 
Some 
forms of dread are to be found in all 
parts of the country. 
For instance, 
the thought of high winds excites no 
alarm in the East, while in the cyclone 
States it is a common cause of appro* 
hen&ion. 
Still more narrowly local* 
ized is fear of the world’s end. 
This 
exists only where some little band of 
fanatics have been trying on their as- 
cession robes. 


The Atlanta Constitution says: “The 
political history of Indiana iurmehes 
a very interesting study. 
Although 
the Hoosier State has participated in 
twenty Presidential 
contests, since 
first entering the sisterhood of Ameri­ 
can commonwealths, she has oast her 
vote on the losing side only four 
times. 
There is no other State in the 
Union which can boast- of a similar 
record. 
In 1824 the vote of Indiana 
was given to the losing candidate, and 
aloO in 1828, 1848 and 1*S70, but with 
these exceptions the State has always 
named the winning candidate. James 
Monroe, Andrew Jackson, 
William 
Henry Harrison, James K. Polk and 
James Buchanan all received the vote 
of Indiana in their respective races. 
In 18G0 Mr, Lincoln captured the 
State from the Democrats, and again 
in 18Ci secured the electoral vote, 
From th^t time until 187(5 the State 
remained in the Republican column, 
voting for General Grant in both of 
his campaigns. 
In 1S76, however,the 
State returned to its former Demo­ 
cratic allegiance and voted for Samuel 
J, Tiltlen by a handsome majority, In 
1880 the vote of the State was cast 
for Gariield; in 188£ for Cleveland; 
in 1888 for Harrison; in 1892 for 
Cleveland again, and in 1890 for Me* 
Jtinley. 
Since Indiana has been a 
State it has voted twice with the 
Whigs, seven times with the Republi­ 
cans and eleven times with the Demo> 


crats.” 


COOK 131) FOOD. 


No one dispute« the fact that birds 
of all species in their wild state take 
their food, be it grain, animal or veg­ 
etable in a raw state—in a wild state 
for that matter; but our poultry has 
been bred so far from their natural 
condition, and so much more is re* 
quired of them in egg production, 
weight of carcass or early maturity, 
that they are called upon to live aud 
work at high pressure, and must have 
their wants, abnormal though they be, 
supplied in keeping with the require­ 
ments. 


One way to do this is to cook part 
of their food; this alone adds variety 
if we uso but one grain nnd feed part 
of it raw and part of it cooked. 
Fowls prefer some foods cooked rather 
than raw ; others raw to cooked, and 
their preference should be consulted. 


Caro must be used in feeding cooked 
food to laying or breeding stock, as it 
is more fattening than raw food. 
In 
cold weather cooked food may be fed 
warm and is greatly relished. 
A6 
cooked food is more easily digested 
than raw, it is best to feed raw grain 
at night, as the time till the morning 
feed is longer than between the other 
feedings. Corn is an excellent evening 
meal, and in winter it is well to 
warm it before feeding. 


Tho simplest way to cook poultry 
feed is to boil it. 
The grains—corn, 
wheat, 
buckwheat, 
rice—may 
be 
boiled or steamed. 
It boiled they 
should be kept from the bottom of the 
vessel by means of a perforated plate 
of sheet iron. 
Mush may be made 
from any of the grains ground and fed 
when fresh made or cold. 
If fed fresh 
be sure it is not too hot. 
Fowls have 
died from beiug fed food that was too 
hot. 


Beets, turnips, potatoes, pumpkins, 
mny be boiled, mashed and a fine pud­ 
ding made by thickening them with 
meal of any kind, bran or middlings, 
or a mixture of these. 
The pudding 
will be more civilized if the vegetables 
are cleaned before being cooked.— 
Farm, Field and Fireside. 


SOME OFDttON a b o u t h o u s e s . 


The National Stockman and Farmer 
publishes the following opinions about 
raising horses. 
They are given by 
farmers: 
It is well to raise colts 
enough for our own use and besides 
have some moro coming. 
It takes 
more potatoes or oats to buy a horse 
than it did a few years ago, and it 
costs about as much to raise them now 
as then, 
So it is very essential that 
we should have colts coming on each 
year, sc that we may have a horse or 
two to sell when they are five or six 
years old, as then they are able to do 
any kind of work. 
1 think it pays 
better to raise colts that will weigh 
from twelve to fifteen hundred. 
I 
buy and sell a good many horses dur­ 
ing a year, and Jind when I have 
horses of that weight that I do not 
have to look for a market for them ; as 
for driving horses, I should not want 
them to weigh less than twelve hun­ 
dred. 
There are plenty of good dri­ 
vers of that weight. 
Horses should be 
kept in tho very best condition into 
which you can get them ; you can keep 
them cheaper than by keeping them 
thin in liesli, and 
they will bring 
more in the market. 
I think that 1 
can sell my hay and oats at a better 
price to feed them to a young, sound 
horse until he gets in iirst rate condi­ 
tion, and then sell him, than to sell 
them to the market lor what they will 
bring, besides keeping the farm in 
good condition.—George W. Auber. 


The raising of trotting stock by 
farmers is a question of 
the past. 
Percherons and that class of stallions 
should be used with our best mares, 
producing colts that will bring paying 
prices when properly cared for and 
trained. 
Five years is about the best 
age for marketing colts. At that age, 
it brought up properly, they have re­ 
turned their own part of their cost in 
work performed, and should be j^rop- 
erly trained, developed, and fitted for 
their life work. 
A horse foi general 
farm 
work should 
weigh between 
twelve and fourteen hundred. Horses 
of that weight cust less for keeping, 
in 
proportion to 
those lighter or 
heavier. 
The feeding of farm horses 
is a question worthy of much consid­ 
eration. 
The majority feed too much 
bulky food. 
Liess hay and more con­ 
centrated feed will K e e p the horse in 
better form, better health, and better 
condition to do heavy work, and be 
less expensive, Regularity in fee ling, 
watering, 
grooming 
and 
bedding 
horses is essential to their comfort, 
and reduces the cost of maintenance 
more than a little. 
Care bestosved 
upon our horses, even if thej* are only 
farm horses, adds much to their value, 
and lessens the danger of accident, 
disease and lust vitality.—\Y. 15. Ice­ 
land. 


THE PKTT1NG O P MILK. 


There are two common methods of 
getting miik in this country« one in 


cans about eighteen inches deep and 
eight inches in diameter, and tho 
other in shallow tin pans or crocks, 
writes C. S. Plumb, of the Indiana 
Experiment Station, 
lu the less pro­ 
gressive dairy regions tho latter is tho 
most common form, ana to the writer 
the most objectionable. 
The large 
shallow vessels expose a groat surface 
of milk or cream to the air, oflering a 
good field for catching dust or absorb­ 
ing 
odors. 
Milk 
rapidly absorbs 
odors, which fact sometimes accounts 
for the disagreeable taste of milk that 
has stood in the barn for a few min­ 
utes after milking, subject to the 
smell, etc. 
In view of this fact per­ 
sons who sot thoir milk in musty 
cellars, or in pantries having a smell of 
provisions, usually produce butter of 
poor grade. 
Tho large-mouthed pan 
offers tho largest surface of milk to 
catch these smells. Another objection 
to this form of pan is the influence of 
change of air-temperature on the milk. 
After beiug drawn from the cow, if it 
bo set, milk should be rapidly reduced 
in temperature to as near forty de­ 
grees as possible, and the temperature 
kept as constant as possible thereafter. 
If set on shelves, however, in cellar or 
pantry, or even in milk room, the 
temperature of the milk will be sub­ 
ject to wide changes. 
On oxlremely 
cold days in winter it will be very 
likely to freeze, and frozen cream 
never ought to be used for making 
butter that is to be sold, as it is in­ 
ferior in quality. In very hot weather 
it is almost impossible to prevent milk 
so set from souring before the cream 
is fully risen, so that thereby a loss 
ensues. 
Should the milk sour to lop- 
poring, then it is impossible to skim 
the cream from the surface without 
gathering in some curds, more or less 
of which are frequently left in the 
churn among the hutter, from which 
they cannot be entirely separated, thus 
injuring the quality. 


The deep cun oilers a better oppor­ 
tunity for keeping the milk uudcr con­ 
ditions favorable to maintaining its 
good quality until skimmed. 
The can 
may be set ia cold spring water, where 
available, and the temperature of the 
milk kept quite constant. 
Or tho can 
may be placed in a creamer in cold 
well water or ip ice water, aud so set 
in a cold bath, as it were at a low tem­ 
perature, with the milk exposed to no 
undesirable atmospheric odors. 
The 
surface of milk exposed in such a can, 
is comparatively small, as compared 
with the larger pans, and there is a 
thicker layer of cream inconsequence. 


Usually the cream is skimmed from 
the pans by means of a common hand 
skimmer or a larcre fiat scoop, while 
the commonest form of deep can ia 
creamed with a conical skimmer or 
dippet. 
Many deep cans, however, 
have faucets or valves in the side at 
the bottom, or in the bottom, through 
which the skim milk is drawn off leav­ 
ing the cream in the cau. 
This is a 
better way of skimming than by re* 
moving from the top with a skimmer, 
as the cream is left undistuibed in the 
can, and not mixed more or less with 
the milk below, during the process of 
skimming. 
There is always some loss 
of cream in skimming by any hand 
process, but more by the old fashioned 
surface methods than by the more 
modern withdrawing of the skim milk 
from below without disturbing the 
operation. 
At the Indiana lixpori- 
ment Station very careful experiments 
were conducted comparing the skim­ 
ming from the surface of cans, and 
drawing off the milk from below. Dur­ 
ing fifteen days in February, the aver­ 
age loss from surface skimming was 
O.ii-f per cent., while that skimmed 
from below showed a loss of but 0.17 
per cent. 
This makes a very impor­ 
tant diiierence, where one is setting 
large quantities of milk. 


As has already been indicated, milk 
should be set in some place where 
smells are reduced to a minimum, and 
where the temperature is constant and 
low. 
For this reason a creamer or 
cabinet for setting milk in is very de­ 
sirable, where a good spring house is 
lacking. 
In fact, if a constant cur­ 
rent of cold spring water could be con­ 
veyed through a creamer, the milk 
would be set under better conditions 
than where simply placed in open 
spring water. 
As a rule it would be 
better protected from external agen­ 
cies that might otherwise injure it. 


Although much butter of a fine 
quality is made of milk set m pansand 
cans, the writer feels that if one is 
making a specialty of fine dairy but­ 
ter, it will be better and more profit­ 
able, where six or more cows are kept, 
to use a band saparator.

The street* of the now 
city, although laid only ia macadam, 
are wider, airier and fringed on either 
eide with pretty palm trees, giving the 
town a garden-like aspect. 


The architecture of the dwelling- 


houses is heavy, and this gives them an 
appeiuauco of old age which they 
really do not deserve. The material 
used in then b.nlding is the porous 
stouo which abounds in the island, 
and which, when iiret quarried, is as 
easily worked into blocks as wood, but 
\vhicb becomes as hard as granite when 
exposed to the atmosphere. 
The 


facades of the houses are generally 
covered with stucco, painted in all 
colors. 
Blues-, yellows anil greens are 


used indiscriminately, and the visitor 
is at ouce unpleasantly struck by the 
bizzare effect, but soon learns to ap- 
preciatb tho uice manner iu which this 
apparently cjazy and unsystematic 
laying on of color harmonizes with 
the glowing tropical atmosphere. This

The harbor of Havana compares 


favorably with the ruo^t famous in the 
world. 
Infinitely more picturesque 


than New York Bay, it is much live- 
lier iu maritime interest lhan that of 
"the Golden Gate. The bay is shaped 
like a human hand outstretched, -with 
the wrist as the entrance. It is popu- 
lous with ships from almost every Na- 
tion on earth. The one idea it im- 
presses is that of activity. 
European 


and American mail steamers come and 
go daily. Coasting steamers and the 
boats of the regular lines from Mex- 
ico and the islands of the Carnbean 
seek the bay, and great ferries ply be- 
tween the docks of Ihe city and the 
Relga shores. There is also a fleet of 
sailing boats, yachts eatbered; from all 
over the world, row boats, and what 
not in the seaway. 


The city itself is pleasing or irrita- 


ting to the newcomer according to the 
spirit that may possess him at the time 
of his arrival. But all travelers agree 
on one point—they universally declare 
it to be one of the noisiest, liveliest, 
pell-mell, happy-go-lucky, wide awake, 
•clamorous, dangerous towns in exist- 
ence. The 'great Humboldt said of it 
as he entered it from the bay that it 
was the gayest and most picturesque 
sight in all America. 


It is certainly not American, and 


yet there is nothing like it in Europe. 
It is intensely Cuban, and a type of 
itself. In a general view the town 
presents churches, cathedrals and other 
structures that force themselves into 
prominence against the background of 
less imposing houses. There is noth- 
ing iu this great extent of public build- 
ings that strikes one as being specially 
valuable from an architectural point 
of view, and even if there were its 
beauty'would be entirely subordina- 
ted by a colossal prison near the shore, 
which was built fcr the purpose of 
having a capacity to lodge with ease a 
matter of 5000 prisoners at a time. 


The city is divided into two parts, 


•called tha intramural, or old town, 
which lies between the bay and the 
site of the ancient walls which have 


without a reason, in fact. It has been 
found to absorb much of the sun's rays, 
which, ^jlhout 
this 
disadvantage, 


would work serious injuries to the 
eyes. 


There is no city in the world where 


noise—pure noise, made for its own 
sake and nothing else—reigns as su- 
preme as in Havana. 
At daybreak all 


the bells in the city are rung furiously. 
Church bells, fire belle, public bells 
and private bells unite with one ac- 
cord to produce a discord calculated 
to drive a civilized man mad.

this the crowing ot game cocks, with 
which the town is overstocked for 
gambling purposes; the rattle of in- 
numerable cabs and public convey- 
ances, the clangor of gongs on street 
car Hues, electric and otherwise, and 


and night to meeting and lassitude, 
smoking and luxurious ease. Evidences 
of satiety, languor and dullness, the 
weakened capacity for enjoyment, are 
sadly conspicuous, the inevitable se- 
quence of indolence and vice.

by side with ihe humble quarters of 
tho artisan. High life and low life are 
ever present in strong contrast, and in 
tho best of humor with each other, 
affording eleuiciU • of thejpicturesque, 
if not of the beautiful. Neatness must 
be ignored where such human, con- 
glomeration exists, and, as wo all 
know, at certain seasons of tho year, 
like dear, delightful, 
dirty Naples 


Havana is the hotbed ot pestilence. 
The dryness ot the atmo&pucre trans- 
forms most of the street offal into 
powder, wbiab salutes nose, t-yes?, ears 
and mouth under the influence of the 
slightest breezp. 
Though there are 


ample bathing facilities in ami about 
the city, the people of either .sex seem 
to have a prejudice against their free 
use." 


Havana is abundantly supplied with 


parks, squares and public places. The 
squares are ornamented with royal 
palms, ana here and there an orange 
and banana tree, aud now and then an 
Indian laurel. 
Tae Plaza de Armas, 


fronting the Governor's palace, and 
the i'arque de Isabella are two splen- 
did specimens of Cuban appreciation 
of the richness and fertility of the 
soil and the rare climate. The Parque 
de Isabella is a picture of gay life in 
the evenin", and is one of the beauty 
spots of Havana.

America.

On these occasions unusual demonstra- 
tions are indulged in in the way of 
bell-ringing. 


No city in the world, with the pos- 


sible exception of San Francisco, i> 
so lavishly supplied with food pro- 
ducts as Havana. 
The earth and the 


sea render up all their best fruit, and 
living is cheap. 


The great Havana market is where 


the visitor opens his eyes. 
An upper 


floor and a lower open on all sides and 
nnder a roof. 
It covers a good-sized 


block. All Havana is here baying its 
dinner and other supplies. 
There is 


a multitude of booths, 
containing 


fruits of the tropics, fish, meats 
leather goods, jewelry and 
curio 


such as only a seaport mart can pick 
up. 
The human beings who preside- 


here are representatives of every na- 
tion on the globe. 


The hotels arc built around a court, 


so that every room has direct com- 
munication with the open air. 
A ter- 


race often encircles the upper story 
{the second), nnd on it are shrubberies 
and plants, and maybe a few parrots. 
There is a most comfortable place to 
sit; indeed,the majority of the citizens 
of Havana spend their time on their 
housetops. They dry clothes there, 
ana use the space for a back yard. 


At the hotels, as at many private 


houses, two meals a day are served—

Even in times of peace civilians are 


scarce in Havana. 
Soldiers stand at 


every corner—they are the police. 
The uniform is the same blue as the 
marine's, but the blouse, trousers and 
blue cap are trimmed with crimson. A 
sword and heavy revolver, and some- 
times a rifle, constitute the equip- 
ment. 
The Spanish Government offi- 


cials around the docks are dressed in 
cutaway --nits of the prevailing blue. 
A wide-brimmed straw hat, looped up 
at one side with a eockade,is a familiar 
headgear. 


There are many other uniforms—• 


cavalry, artillery, officers'. 
You can- 


not walk five steps without meeting 
one. 
All these distinctive raiments 


are neat, but look cheap beside the 
dress of a United States soldier or 
marine. 
The cloth resembles cambric 


and is porous and cool. 
However, ib 


fits the wearer well; he is always clean, 
and his shoes are blacked. 
The men 


are not as well set up as the Ameri- 
cans. 
In fact, the men are not as 


robust as our countrymen. They are 
sallow and thin. It may be the climate, 
and it may be the excessive smoking. 


With all his politeness and kind- 


ness, tbe Havana citizen looks on the 
American as legitimate prey. If you 
have the misfortune to be of that 
nationality your fate id pealed. You 
cannot hide your identity. 
You walk 


too fast and you are too straight. 
Even the very children on the street 
recognize you. The boatman charges 
you 50 cents, whejj the ordinary price 
is only 20. Figures on fruit and all 
merchandise rise alarmingly when the 
American approaches.

To those unfamiliar 
with such 


things it seems strange to talk of 
"crossing" roses, or rather "breeding" 
them, which is exactly what is at- 
tempted in hybridizing. 
It is. or 


should be, gone at with a definite end 
In view, with a clear idea of what 
qualities are wanted in the proposed 
new rose, so that a judicious choice of 
rarieties for the parents can be made, 
the same as one would do in breeding 
horses or cattle. 
In producing tha 


"Yellow Rambler" the originator se- 
lected for the "mother" the Japanese 
"Polyantha Sarmento.sa," a wild rosa 
that is native to Japan and which is a 
very vigorous climber as well as ex- 
tremely hardy, both of which quali- 
ties were especially wanted in the hy- 
brid. 
Flowers of this "Polyaatha 


Sarmentosa" were then fertilized with 
pollen of a yellow rose called "Reve 
d'Or," which, on account of its having 
somewhat greater hardiness than most 
yellow roses, was a suitable variety for 
the purpose. 
The seed resulting from 


this hybridization was then planted 
and the "Aglaia," or "Yellow Ram- 
bler,"' is the result. 


Mr. Lambert has tested the "Yellow 


Rambler" for the pa>t eight years, 
which shows a very commendable cau- 
tion on his part about putting out a 
new variety. 


It is interesting to note that there 


is a very strong probability of blood 
relationship between 
the 
"Yellow 


Rambler" aud a rose that was intro- 
duced some three years ago. 
the 


"Crimson Ratnbler." 
Tbe "Crimson 


Rambler" was first lound growing wild 
in Tapan, and from its foliage, growth 
and manner of blooming is thought to 
iiavc been produced from the Japanese 
"Polyantha Sanncatosa," waich was 
tho seed parent of the "Yellow Ram- 
bler."1 
If thi« w,as the ca?e, it would 


raa\e the "Yellow Rambler1" and the 
"Crimson Rimbler" "fir^i consias." 
This suppose.', relationship is rendered 
si ill more probable by their very con- 
siderable similarity in foliage, habit 
of growth and manner of blooraiag. 
The flowers ot the "Yellow Rambler" 
are Iwsrne in immense trasses, like 
those of the "Crimson Rambler," of- 
ten as many as 120 to 150 in a bnncb, 
are very sweetly fragrant, and last » 
lone time without fading.

They are described as “regu* 
iar terrors” on the football field, since 
when onco they get “on” to the ball 
they swing their dummy arms around 
with such force as to either fracture 
skulls or cause concussion of the 
brain. 
It has now been determined 
by the association that artificial limbs 
nro henceforth to bo barred m all 
football games. 


Professor G. Stanley Hal], of Clarli 
University, has made a peculiarly in­ 
teresting report on the results of o 
long- study of the various kinds oJ 
fear to which children are subject.

eeems that thunder 
end lightning 
cause terror to more children than

mestic animals, disease, wild animals, 
water, ghosts, insects, rats and mice, 
robber?, and high winds. 
It is pleas* 
ant to notice that the fear of ghosts 
comes very low on the list. 
Some 
forms of dread are to be found in all 
part3 of the country. 
For instance, 
the thought of high winds excites no 
alarm in the East, while in the cyclone 
States it is a common cause of appre* 
hension. 
Still more narrowly local* 
ized is fear of the world’s end. 
This 
exists only where some little baud ol 
fanatics have been trying on their as­ 
cension robes. 


TOOK 131) FOOD. 


No one disputes the fact that birds 
of all species in their wild state take 
their food, bo it grain, animal or veg­ 
etable in a raw state—in a wild state 
for that matter; but our poultry has 
been bred so far from their natural 
condition, and so much more is re* 
quired of them in egg production, 
•woight of carcass or early maturity, 
that they are called upon to live ana 
work at high pressure, and must have 
their wants, abnormal though they be, 
supplied in keei?iug with the require­ 
ments. 


One way to do this is to cook part 
of their food; this alone adds variety 
if we uso but one grain nnd feed part 
of it raw and purt of it cooked. 
Fowls prefer some foods cooked rather 
than raw; others raw to cooked, and 
their preference should be consulted. 


Care must be used in feeding cooked 
food to laying or breeding stock, as it 
is more fattening than raw foo*L 
In 
cold weather cooked food may be fed 
warm and is greatly relished. 
A6 
cooked food is more easily digested 
than raw, it is best to feed raw grain 
at night, as the time till the morning 
feed is longer than between the other 
feedings. Corn is an excellent evening 
meal, and in winter it is well to 
warm it before feeding. 


Tho simplest way to cook ¡poultry 
feed is to boil it. 
The grains—corn, 
wheat, 
buckwheat, 
rice—may 
be 
boiled or steamed. 
It boiled they 
should be kept from the bottom of the 
vessel by means of a perforated plate 
of sheet iron. 
Mush may be made 
from any of the grains ground and fed 
when fresh made or cold. 
If fed fresh 
be sure it is not too hot. 
Fowls have 
died from being fed food that was too 
hot. 


Beets, turnips, potatoes, pumpkins, 
mny be boiled, mashed and a fine pud­ 
ding made by thickening them with 
meal of any kind, bran or middlings, 
or a mixture of these. 
The pudding 
will be more civilized if the vegetables 
are cleaned before being cooked.— 
Farm, Field and Fireside. 


The Atlanta Constitution says: “The 
political history of Indiana furniphe* 
a very interesting study. 
Although 
the Hoosier State has participated in 
twenty Presidential 
contests, since 
first entering tho sisterhood of Ameri­ 
can commonwealths, she has cast her 
vote on the losing side only four 
times. 
There is no other State in the 
Union which can boast of a similar 
record. 
In 1824 the vote of Indiana 
was given to the losing candidate, and 
also in 1828, 1848 and 1*S7(j, but with 
these exceptions the State has always 
named the winning candidate. James 
Monroe, Andrew Jackson, 
William 
Henry Hairison, James K, Polk and 
James Buchanan all received the vote 
of Indiana in their respective races. 
In 1860 Mr. Lincoln captured the 
State from the Democrats, and again 
in 18C4 secured the electoral vote. 
From 
time until 387(5 the State 
remained in the Kepublican column, 
voting for General Grant in both of 
bis campaigns. 
In 1S76, however,the 
State returned to its former Demo* 
rratic allegiance and voted for Samuel 
J, Tilden by a handsome majority. In 
388Q the vote of the State was cast 


fo r Garfield; in 1881 for Cleveland; 
in 1888 for Harrison; in 1892 for 
Cleveland again, and in 1890 for Mc­ 
Kinley. 
Since Indiana has been a 
State it has voted twice with the 
Whigs, seven times with the Republi­ 
cans and eleven times with the Demo* 
cratE.” 


some orrxioN about houses. 


The National Stockman and Farmer 
publishes the following opinions about 
raising horses. 
They are given by 
farmers: 
It is well to raise colts 
enough for our own use and besides 
have some moro coming. 
It takes 
more potatoes or oats to buy a horse 
than it did a few years ago, and it 
costs about aB much to raise them now 
as then, 
So it is very essential that 
we should have colts coming on each 
year, «c that we may have a horse or 
two to sell when they are five or six 
years old, as then they are able to do 
any kind of work. 
1 think it pays 
better to raise colts that will weigh 
from twelve to fifteen hundred. 
I 
buy and sell a good many horses dur­ 
ing a year, and find when I have 
horses of tbat weight that I do not 
have to look for a market for them ; as 
for driving horses, I should not want 
them to weigh less than twelve hun­ 
dred. 
There are plenty of good dri­ 
vers of that weight. 
Horses should be 
kept in tho very best condition into 
which you can get them; yon can keep 
them cheaper than by keeping them 
thin in ilesb, and 
they will bring 
more in the market, 
I think that X 
can sell my hay and oats at a better 
price to feed them to a young, sound 
horse until he gets in first rate condi­ 
tion, and then sell him, than to «ell 
them to the market lor whut they will 
bring, besides keeping the farm in 
good condition.—George W. Auber. 


The raising of trotting stock by 
farmers is a question ot 
the past. 
Percherons and that class of stallions 
should be used with our best mares, 
producing colts that will bring paying 
prices when properly cared for and 
trained. 
Five years is about the best 
age for marketing colts. At that age, 
it brought up properly, they have re­ 
turned their own part of their cost in 
work performed, and should be prop­ 
erly trained, developed, and Jitted for 
their life work. 
A horse foi general 
farm 
work should 
weigh between 
twelve and fourteen hundred. Horses 
of that weight cust less for keeping, 
in 
proportion to 
those lighter or 
heavier. 
The feeding of farm horses 
is a question worthy of much consid­ 
eration. 
The majority feed too much 
bulky food. 
Less hay and more con- 
eentrated feed will Keep the horse in 
better form, better health, and better 
condition to do heavy work, and be 
less expensive. Regularity in fee ling, 
watering, 
grooming 
and 
bedding 
horses is essential to their comfort, 
and reduces the cost of maintenance 
more than a little. 
Care bestowed 
upon our horses, even if they are only 
farm horses, adds much to their value, 
and lessens the danger of accident, 
d;sease and lost vitality.—\Y. IS, Le- 
land.

the most objectionable. 
The large 
shallow vessels expose a groat surface 
of milk or cream to the air, oflering a 
good field for catching dust or absorb­ 
ing 
odors. 
Mill: 
rapidly absorbs 
odors, which fact sometimes accounts 
for the disagreeable taste of milk that 
has stood in the barn for a few min­ 
utes after milking, subject to the 
smell, etc. 
In view of this fact per­ 
sons who sot thoir milk in musty 
cellars, or in pautries having a smell of 
provisions, usually produce butter of 
poor grade. 
Tho large-mouthed pan 
offers tho largest surface of milk to 
catch these smells. Another objection 
to this form ot pan is the influence of 
change of air-temperature on the milk. 
After beiug drawn from the cow, if it 
bo set, milk should be rapidly reduced 
in temperature to as near forty de­ 
grees as possible, and the temperature 
kept as constant as possible thereafter. 
If set on shelves, however, in cellar or 
pantry, or even in milk room, the 
temperature of tho milk will be sub­ 
ject to wide changes. 
On extremely 
cold days in winter it will be very 
likely to freeze, and frozen cream 
never ought to be used for making 
butter tbat is to be sold, as it is in­ 
ferior in quality. In very hot weather 
it is almost impossible to prevent milk 
so set from souring before the cream 
is fully risen, so that thereby a loss 
ensues. 
Should the milk sour to lop- 
poring, then it is impossible to skim 
the cream from the surface without 
gathering in some curds, more or less 
of which are frequently left in the 
churn among the butter, from which 
they cannot be entirely separated, thus 
injuring the quality. 


The deep cun oiFers a better oppor- 


J tuuity for keeping the milk uudcr con­ 
ditions favorable to maintaining its 
good quality until skimmed. 
The can 
may be set in cold spring water, where 
available, and the temperature of the 
milk kept quite constant. 
Or the can 
may be placed in a creamer in cold 
well water or iji ice water, aud so set 
in a cold bath, as it were at a low tem­ 
perature, with the milk exposed to no 
undesirable atmospheric odors. 
The 
surface of milk exposed in such a can, 
is comparatively small, as compared 
with the larger pans, and there is a 
thicker layer of cream inconsequence. 


Usually the cream is skimmed from 
the pans by means of a common hand 
skimmer or a larcre fiat scoop, while 
the commonest form of deep can ia 
creamed with a conical skimmer or 
dippet. 
Many deep cans, however, 
have faucets or valves in the side at 
the bottom, or in the bottom, through 
which the skim milk is drawn oil' leav­ 
ing the cream in the cau. 
This is a 
better way of skimming than by re* 
moving from the top with a skimmer, 
as the cream is left undistuibed in the 
can, and not mixed more or less with 
the milk below, during the process of 
skimming. 
There is always some loss 
of cream in skimming by any hand 
process, but more by the old fashioned 
surface methods than by the more 
modern withdrawing of the skim milk 
from below without disturbing the 
operation. 
At the Indiana Experi­ 
ment Station very careful experiments 
were conducted comparing the skim­ 
ming from the surface of cans, and 
drawing off the milk from below. Dur­ 
ing fifteen days in February, the aver­ 
age loss from surface skimming was 
0.;i4 per cent., while that skimmed 
from below showed a loss of but 0.17 
per cent. 
This makes a very impor­ 
tant diiierence, where one is setting 
large quantities of milk. 


As has already been indicated, milk 
should be net in eome place where 
smells are reduced to a minimum, and 
where the temperature is constant and 
low. 
For this reason a creamer or 
cabinet for setting milk in is very de­ 
sirable, where a good spring house is 
lacking. 
In fact, if a constant cur­ 
rent of cold spring water could be con­ 
veyed through a creamer, the milk 
would be set under better conditions 
than where simply placed in open 
spring water. 
As a rule it would be 
better protected from external agen­ 
cies that might otherwise injure it. 


Although much butler of a fine 
quality is made of milk set in pansand 
cans, the writer feels that if one is 
making a specialty of fine dairy but­ 
ter, it will be better and more profit­ 
able, where six or more cows are kept, 
to use a hand ssnarator.

Costly public bu'ldings are already 
there and all that is needed is the 
building ot a new capitol building on 
capitol hill. 
Philadelphia couldn't 


build a city hall without it costing mil- 
lions more than it should, and the re- 
moval of the capitol to that city would 
only mean another scandal and steal. 
Let it stay where it is.

Exports of grain from Southern ports 


i? have increased at a remarkable rate 


during the last two years. The exports 
of corn from New Orleans made a 
bound from 8,756,000 bushels in 1895 
ro 25,292,000 bushels in 1896, or 
more than 6,000,000 bushels in excess 
Of the shipments from New York. The 
value of breadstuffs exported from Bal- 
timore, Newport News, Norfolk and 
Galveston,also shows a heavy increase. 
New currents are running strong in the 
foreign grain trade. 


It is announced that on and 
after 


April i next all the clocks on the rail- 
roads in Belgium will be provided 
with dials marking the houts from i 
to 24 o'clock, midnight. Not until 
May i, however, will the trains be run 
according to the new time schedule. 
Presumably the authorities wish the 
public to become thoroughly accustom- 
ed to these clocks before the train shall 
be regulated by them. 


A novel game of quoits, with an un-

Pietro proved the victor, and now has 
both Pasquale's wife and house, while 
the former lord and master has gone 
to new quarters. 


Dairy and Food Commissioner Wells 


made a report before the annual meet- 
ing of the State Board of Agriculture 
in regard to food adulterations. 
He 


said 282 samples of vinegar had been 
purchased and analyzed, and 184 of 
them were found to be adulterated. 
Of 325 other samples sold as pure cider 
vinegar, 80 per cent, proved ta be from 
corn at a cost of about three cents per 
gallon. 
This distilled vinegar is not 


injurious or harmful, but the fraud con • 
sists in selling it to the public for what 
it is not, and at the same price that 
pure cider vinegar is sold. 
A great 


many prosecutions have resulted. The 
aim is to interfere with the trade as 
little as possible, and yet comply 
with the letms of the law. 


The Indianapolis Sentinel hasdis- 


discovered a new cause of appendicitis. 
It says: "An operation has been per 
formed upon Dalton Query, of Blue 
Ridge, for appendicitis, but he cannot 
possibly recover. 
Query has been an

McKlnley'a Cabinet Complete. 


Canton, O., Feb. 20.—Major McKln- 


ley has completed his cabinet by the 
selection of John J. McCook, of New 
York, for attorney general. The cab- 
inet complete Is as follows: Secretary 
of state, John Sherman of Ohio; sec- 
retary of the treasury, Lyrnan J. Gage 
of Illinois; secretary of war, Russell 
A. AlgT of Michigan; secretary of the 
navy, J. D. Lone of Massachusetts; 
secretary of the Interior, Joseph Mc- 
Kenna of California; postmaster gen- 
eral, James A. Gary of Maryland; at- 
torney general, John J. McCook of New 
York; secretary of agriculture, James 
Wilson of Iowa. 


Biff Increase to For«st Re«erv*tlons. 
Washington, Feb. 23.—The president 


celebrated the 165th anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington by Issuing 
13 executive orders far 
reaching in 


their effect. On the recommendation 
of Secretary Francis and a forestry 
commission of the National Academy 
of Sciences the president signed and 
promulgated 13 proclamations estab- 
lishing as many additional forest reser- 
vations, containing an aggregate area 
of 21,379,840 acres. These reservations 
lie in the states of Washington, South 
Dakota, Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, 
California and Utah. 


There are many Japanese who are

Columbus, O., Feb. 22.—Governor 


Bushnell last night gave out the fol- 
lowing statement to the press: "When 
Senator Sherman resigns to enter the 
cabinet of President McKinley I will 
appoint to succeed him Hon. Marcus 
A. Hanna, of Cuyahoga county, to 
serve until his successor is chosen by 
the 73d general assembly of the state. 
I trust this action will meet with the 
approval of the people." 


House Through with Appropriations. 
Washington, Feb. 24.—The house sent 


the naval bill, the last of the appro- 
priation bills, to the senate yesterday. 
Mr. Barrett, of Massachusetts, made 
an effort to pane an authorization for a 
dry dock at Boston, to cost $1,000,000, 
but after a somewhat acrimonious de- 
bate the amendment was ruled out of 
order. 


In an interesting paper read before 


the American Jewish Historical Socie- 
ty, held in Baltimore last week, it was 
stated that the Jewish population of 
the United States in 1812 was only 
about 3,000. Thirty years later, in 
1842. it had grown to more than 50,- 
600, of which about one-third were 
living in New York city, 4.000 in Phil- 
adelphia and about 1,000 in Bslt:more. 
Since then the increase has been very 
rapid and it is estimated by the best 
authorities that there are to-day 500,- 
ooo Jews in America, of which abc-ut 
40,000 are in New York city. Sbo'jld 
the present rate ot increase be kept np 
for twenty five years more, fcliy i,- 
500,000 Jews or one-fourth of the en- 
tire Jewish population of the world, 
will be found in the United S'ales.

Frederick county, Md., attempted sui- 
cide on Saturday by shooting herself 
in the left breast with a revolver. 
Mr. 


Witter is an industrious, hard-working 
man, with a wile and eight children. 
Saturday morning the young lady, who 
is of prepossessing appearance, appear- 
ed to be in the best of spirits, but went 
to her room on the second floor, about 
ii o'clock, and after removing her 
wearing apparel, attired herself in her 
night garment, went to bed, tucking 
the covering closely about her, and 
placing the muzzle of a 22-calibre re- 
volver to her left breast, fired a bullet 
into her body. 
The muffled report of 


the revolver alarmed the family. They 
hastened upstairs and found the young 
girl in a semi-unconscious state, with 
the blood streaming from her wound. 
Being asked what led her to commit 
the rash act, the family assert that it 
was an accident. It is said, however, 
that she wrc-ce a note and left her Bible 
to a young man who had been paying 
her attention. 
She is in a critical con- 


dition.

they tell of one species whose attack 
is almost sure death, and there are 
several others which bito mail occa- 
sionally with fatal results. The worst 
of them all is the iusect whose young, 
in the immature stage, are called 


screw worms." 
This insect docs not bite, but lays 


its eggs in people's nostrils, and the 
little grubs hatched from them devour 
flesh, bone and gristle. The fly is 
bluish green, witu a yellow head and 
three black stripes on the back. Quite 
commonly it deposits its eggs in the 
nasal passages of sheep, horses or cat- 
tle, or else in open sores. Within a 
few hours large numbers of greedy 
larvae are hatched out and begin to 
feed. 


Any one who takes a nap out oi' doors 


in warm weather is exposed to the 
attacks of this fearful pest. 
The fly 


will invade the nostrils and almost in- 
stantly deposit its eggs. 
Before it 


can be expelled by sneezing or blow- 
in", it has accomplished its work. 
Within a few hours the worms are 
hatched, and they proceed literally to 
eat out the inside of the victim's head, 
sparing neither bone nor flesh. The 
prospect of cure in such a case is very 
dubious. 


Dr. Joshua "Richardson, oi Moravia, 


Iowa, tells of a patient in whose nos- 
trils a screw fly oviposited. He soon 
complained of trouble in the head, and 
his nose and face were greatly swollen. 
Those symptoms grew worse, and the 
patient became delirous. He began 
to discharge screw worms from the 
nostrils. A chloroform spray brought 
away large numbers of them, so that 
in a few hours 125 were removed.

They 


always have powerful mouth parts and 
use them to inflict painful bites upon 
cattle, horses and other animals. Mao 
does not escape. Their big heads are 
composed almost wholly of eyes, which 
are of brilliant colors. These insects 
occur m all parts of the world, tortur- 
ing alike the elephant and \he lion of 
the tropics and the reindeer of the 
Arctic. "Over 1:300 species are known, 
and of these 150 are fouud in North 
America. Their bites are painful, but 
seem to be not all poisonous. 


An important place in the list of in- 


sect plaguers is occupied by the Hip- 
pelates flies of Florida, Alabama asid 
Texas. These minute gnats are close- 
ly related to the well known flies that 
propagate eye disease in Egypt. They 
seek at all times to enter the eye, wish- 
ing to drink the moisture, and thus are 
excessively annoying. But the worst 
of it is they go from sick eyes to well 
ones, and so carry infection. In some 
districts they have created veritable 
epidemics of the Egyptian "trachoma" 
—an eye complaint most distressing 
and well nigh incurable. Also they 
seek sores, ulcers, etc., and scatter 
contagion from them. There is no use 
in trying to kill them, because they 
are too numerous. 
Very little is 


known of the life history of this pest, 
but probably it breeds on the stems 
reedy plants or in decaying reeds 
along the shores of lakes and marshes.

Its attacks on cat- 
tle, horses, mules, sheep, as well as 
numerous wild beasts—zebras, ante- 
lopes, buffalos, etc.—are deadly in re- 
sult.

habitable by man.

torv cf this destructive fly. It is said 
to "have invaded Australia recently, 
and the prospect of its

America may well.be regarded with 
alarm. 


In this country the most dreaded of 


all insects are the "buffalo gnats," 
whose bites are occasionally fatal to 
human beings. 
They do immense 
i 


damage among borses; cattle, and 
other domestic beasts. 
Their life 


habits are very odd, the young ones 
passing the early stage of their exist- 
ence under water, usually in running 
streams. Scmetimes hundreds of do- 
mestic animals are killed by these 
gnats in a single parish. 


In 1874 the loss occasioned in one 


county in Southwest Tennessee was 
estimate at $500,000. 
In 1882 the 


gnats appeared in immense numbers 
in Eastern Kansas, Western Tennessee 
and Western Mississippi, and the 
dam- 


age they did added greatly to the dis- 
tress of tbe inhabitants of that part of 
the country caused by unprecedented 
floods.

immense numbers, spreading through 
tbe entire Mississippi Valley- 


The buffalo gnat is dark brown, and 


in size somewhat less thin a mosquito. 
After alighting upon its victim, it 
never quits its hold unless removed by 
force- 
Its poison is nstonishingly 


powerful, and the effect of it on ani- 
mals is much tbe same as that of rat- 


riety of venomous flies than any other 
country. 
Several thousand speciea 


have been pat on the Government 
black list.

Those symptoms grow worse, and tho 
patient became delirous. 
He began 
to discharge screw worms from the 
nostrils. 
A chloroform spray brought 
a way large numbers of them, so that 
in a few hours 12a were removed. 
Syringing with strong chemical solu­ 
tions was resorted to, but by this time 
the larvae had cut their way into so 
many recesses of the nose and were so 
firmly attached that little could be ac­ 
complished. 


Finally they began to drop out, 
dead; but an abscess in one of the ear 
passages, due to invasion by one or 
more of the worms, exhausted the 
patient so much that ho died. 
In all, 
250 worms were taken away. 
This was 
& typical case. 
Others closely resemb­ 
ling it are not of infrequent occur­ 
rence. 


The screw fly is mainly a tropical 
insect, but is found^all the way from 
Canada to Patagonia. 
It. deposits 1500 
or 400 eggs within a few moments, 
and the larvae hatched from them are 
whitish footless grubs, slender and 
active. 
They mature in five or six 
clays, and when full grown they wrig­ 
gle off and burv themselves in the 
o 
* 
ground, where they are transformed 
into chrysalids. 
Prompt syringing 
out of nasal passages with diluted car­ 
bolic acid, one part acid and 2U0 parts 
water, should be resorted to in case of 
the infection of a human being. 
A 
physician cannot be summoned too 
quickly. 


Tho bite of the tsotse"[fly,' which is 
native to the central jilains of Africa, 
is sometimes fatal to man. 
This in­ 
sect has become famous by reason of 
tho slaughter which it makes among 
domestic animals. 
Its attacks on cat­ 
tle, horses, mules, sheep, as well as 
numerous wild beasts—zebras, ante­ 
lopes, buffalos, etc.—are deadly in re* 
suit. 
Consequently the 
territory 
which it occupies is well nigh unin­ 
habitable by man. 
Nothing worth 
mentioning is known of tho life his­ 
tory of this destructivo fly. 
It is said 
to have invaded Australia recently, 
and the prospect of its reaching 
America may well.be regarded with 
alarm. 


In this country the most dreaded of 
all insects are the “ bufialo gnats,” 
whose bites are occasionally fatal to 
human beings. 
They do immense 
damage among horses, cattlo, and 
other domestic beasts. 
Their life 
habits are very odd, the young ones 
passing the early stage of their exist­ 
ence under water, usually in running 
streams. 
Sometimes hundreds of do­ 
mestic animals are killed by these 
gnats in a single pai’ish. 


In 1874 the loss occasioned in one 
county in Southwest Tennessee was 
estimate at $5Ü0,U00. 
In 1S82 the 
gnats appeared in immense numbers 
in Eastern Kansas, WesternTennessee 
and Western Mississippi, and tho dam­ 
age they did added greatly to the dis­ 
tress of the inhabitants of that j^art of 
the country caused by unprecedented 
floods. 
Again, in lb’Stf, they came in 
immense numbers, spreading through 
the entire Mississippi Valley. 


The buffalo gnat is dark brown, and 
in size somewhat less than a mosquito. 
After alighting upon its victim, it 
never quits its hold unless removed by 
force. 
Its poison is astonishingly 
powerful, and the effect of it on ani­ 
mals is much the same as that of rat­ 
tlesnake venom on human beings. The 
beast attacked usually dies within a 
few hours. 


The famous “ black fly” of 
the 
Northern States has long been known 
as a torment to travelers and to do­ 
mestic animal?. It is a pest even more 
formidable than the mosquito, 
in 


propagate eye disease in Egypt 
seek at all timos to enter the eye, wish­ 
ing to drink the moisture, and thus are 
excessively annoying. 
But the worst 
of it is they go from sick eyes to well 
ones, and so carry infection. In some 
districts they have created veritable 
epidemicsof theEgyptiau “ trachoma” 
—an eye complaiut. most distressing 
and well nigh incurable. 
Also they 
seek sores, ulcers, etc., and scatter 
contagion from them. There is no use 
in trying to kill them, because they 
are too numerous. 
Vorv little is 
known of the life history of this pest, 
but probably it breeds ou the stems 
reedy plants or in decaying reeds 
along tho shorevof lakes and marshes. 


The United States, as is shown by 
this new bulletin, enjoys a greater va­ 
riety of veuomous flics than any other 
country. 
Several thousand species 
have been put on the Government 
black list.

Leading ToplM of DIscuMlon Among th« 


State'* Lawm»U«ri. 


Harrisburg, Feb. 18.—The house of 


representatives reconvened at 9 o'clock 
last night, alter a week's recess. In 
the Interim the legislative halls in 
Grace Methodist church were fitted up 
In elegant style under the direction of 
Captain John C. Delaney, superintend- 
ent of public buildings and grounds. 
There is not likely to be much doing 
this weeek in the house. The investi- 
gation into the state treasury and au- 
ditor general's office was started to- 
day, and State Treasurer Haywood 
was the first witness called. The sen- 
ate will not meet until next Monday 
evening. 
Harrisburg, Feb. 18.—In the house 
last night Mr. Stewart, of Philadelphia,, 
introduced the bill of the state fish 
commission. It 
defined 
the species 


which are game flsh and fish com- 
mercially valuable for food, and regu- 
lates the catching and encourages their 
propagation. It also protects the wat- 
ers from improper and wasteful fish- 
ing. All the existing fish laws of the 
state are wiped out, and this action is 
intended to take their place. The act 
makes it unlawful to catch with out- 
lines or set lines, or to fish for any 
game fish, except with rod, hook and 
line. 
Harrisburg, Feb. 20.—Mr. Hosack, of 


Allegheny, made startling charges in1 
the house of representatives yesterday 
against the department of the dairy 
and food commissioner. They were IE 
the form of a resolution to investigate 
the department, and declare that it is 
alleged that the commissioner and 
officers under him are not discharging 
their duties with fidelity, and are not 
prosecuting violators of the law to 
prevent adulteration. 


Harrisburg, Feb. 23.—The house of 


representatives will settle down to 
work in earnest after this week. A re- 
port was presented last night from the 
rules committee, and adopted, provid- 
ing for two sessions on Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays 
and 
Thursdays 
after 


March 2. Sessions will be held as usual 
Monday nights and Friday mornings. 
The report was unanimously adopted. 
Among the large number of bills in- 
troduced was one designed to secure 
better security of life and limb in cases 
of fire in hotels, factories and other 
buildings in which ten or more per- 
sons are employed. The senate con- 
curred in the house resolution to in- 
vestigate the food and dairy com- 
mission, and also concurred in the 
house Cuban resolution. 


Harrisburg, Feb. 24. — Considerable 


business was transacted at yesterday's 
session of the senate, although the pro- 
ceedings were rather tedious. The only 
thing that broke the monotony, was th€ 
taking of the oath of office by Israel 
W. Durham as senator from the Sixth 
district of Philadelphia, to succeed 
Boies Penrose.

The Hart 
home caught fire when all were asleep 
by the explosion of s. lamp. Florence 
and her parents escaped barefooted, 
each parent thinking the other had the 
baby. The father started back, but 
Florence was ahead "of him, and soon 
came out with the baby in her arms 
and her night dress on fire. Florence 
was severely burned.

says the preamble, "these Americans 
thus unlawfully ai'rested and barbar- 
ously dealt with have been denied the 
trial guaranteed them by the treaties 
betv^een the United States and Spain, 
and have been treated in a manner 
unv/orthy of a civilized nation, or of a 
people professing to be Christians.

many 
of

Americans have been maltreated, and 
some of them have been butchered, not 
because of any fault of theirs, but to 
enable Spanish oflicials to vent their 
hatred of the United States and ex- 
hibit their animosity toward Ameri- 
cans in general. 


"These w'cked, illegal and barbarous 
deeds of the Spanish offlcials in Cuba, 
sustoJned as they have been by the 
lawful authorities of Spain, are an in- 
t<^xitional insult and injury to the whole 
pèople and government of the United 
States.

New York, Feb. 24.—The World pub- 
lishes an autograph letter written to 
that paper by Salvator Cisneros, pres- 
ident of the provisional government of 
the 
Cubans, 
and 
countersigned 
by 
Maximo Gomez, the general in chief. 
The letter was approved by the so- 
calied cabinet of the provisional gov- 
ernment, and bears the seal of the in- 
fant republic. 
It is in reply 
to 
the 
question: 


"Do you believe that the war can be 
ended on the basis of Independence by 
the payment of an indemnity by Cuba 
to Spain, with the United States as 
arbitrators?" 


The letter says In part: 
"On the basis of independence it will 
be possible to enter into negotiations. 
This should provide for the evacuation 
( f the inland by the Spanish and for 
the future relations between Spain and 
the new Cuban republic. 
We believe 
there should also be included an in- 
demnity to be paid Spain provided the 
amount is reasonable. 


"But If done it should be done as 
soon as possible. The indemnity should 
prevent the further loss of blood and 
money, and it would save the economic 
resources 
of 
tho 
people 
who have 
sworn to the complete destruction of 
the island bef .re they will submit anew 
to the dominion of Spain. 


*'Cuba can pay less as the time pass- 
es, not only becau;:e each moment she 
earns less, but it will be increasingly

from Pittsburg to Cincinnati. At Cat- 
lettsburg, Ky., 100 houses are more or 
less submerged, and a few more feet 
will affect every business house in the 
city.

flooded, 
and many people are driven from their 
dwellings.

No one disputes the fact that birds 
of all species in their wild state take 
their food, bo it grain, animal or veg- 
etable in a raw state—in a wild state 
for that matter; but our poultry has 
been bred so far from their natural 
condition, and so much more is re- 
quired of them in egg production, 
•weight of carcass or early maturity, 
that they are called upon to live aud 
work at high pressure, and must have 
their wants, abnormal though they bo, 
supplied in keeping with tho require- 
ments. 


One way to do this is to cook part 
of their food; this alone adds variety 
if we uso but one grain nnd feed part 
of it raw and part 
of it 
cooked. 
Fowls prefer some foods cooked rather 
thnu raw ; others raw to cooked, and 
their preference should be consuUed, 


Care must be used in feeding cooked 
food to laying or breedinu' stock, as it 
is more fattening than raw foo'L 
In 
cold weather cooked food may be fed 
warm and is greatly relished. 
As 
cooked food is more easily digested 
than raw, it is best to feed raw grain 
at night, as the time till the morning 
feed is longer than between the other 
feedings. Corn is an excellent evening 
meal, and in winter 
it is -well to 
•warm it before feediui?. 


Tho simplest way to cook poultry 
feed is to boil it. 
The grains—corn, 
wheat, 
buckwheat, 
rice—may 
be 
boiled or steamed. 
It boiled 
they 
should be kept from the bottom of tho 
vessel by means of a perforated plate 
of sheet iron. 
Mush may be made 
from any of the grains ground and fed 
•when fresh made or colrt. 
If fed fresh 
be sure it is not too hoi. 
Fowls have 
died from being fed food that was too 
hot. 


Beets, turnips, potatoes, pumpkins, 
mny bo boiled, mashed and a fine pud- 
ding made by thickening them with 
meal of any kind, bran or middlings, 
or a mixture of these. 
The pudding 
will be more civilized if the vegetables 
are cleaned before being 
cooked.—

SOME orrxfON ABOFT iionsES. 


The National Stoclcman and Farmer 
publishes the following opinions about 
raising horses. 
They 
are given 
by 
farmers: 
It is well to raise colts 
enough for our own use and besides 
have some more coming. 
It takes 
more lootatoes or oats to buy a horse 
than it did a few years ajio, and it 
costs about as much to raise them now 
as then, 
So it is very essential that 
we should have colts coming on each 
year, sc that we may have a horse or 
two to sell when they are five or six 
years old, as then they are able to do 
any kind of work. 
1 think 
it pays 
better to raise colts that will weigh 
Irom twelve to iii'teen hundred. 
I 
buy and sell a good many horsos dur- 
ing a year, 
and 
lind when I have 
horses of that weight that 1 do not 
have to look for a market for them ; as 
for driving horses, I should not want 
them to weigh less than twelve hun- 
dred, 
There are plenty of good dri- 
vers of that weight. 
Horses should be 
kept in tho very best condition into 
which you can get them; you can keep 
them cheaper than by keeping them 
thin in riesh, and 
they will bring 
more in the market. 
I think that 1 
can sell my hay and oats at a better 
price to feed them to a young, sound 
horse until begets in lirst rate condi- 
tion, and then sell him, than to sell 
them to the market lor what they will 
bring, besides keeping the farm in 
good condition.—George 
W, Auber. 


The raising oi Irottmg 
stock by 
farmers is a question ol: tho past. 
Percherons aud that class of stallions 
should be used with our best mares, 
producing colts thnt. will bring paying 
prices when properly eared for and 
trained. 
Five years is about the best 
age for marketing colts. At that a;?e, 
it brought up properly, they have re- 
turned their own part of their cost in 
work performed, and should be prop- 
erly trained, developed, and litted for 
their life work. 
A horse foi general 
farm 
work should 
weigh belween 
twelve and fourteen hundred. 
Horses 
of that weight cost less for keeping, 
in 
projjortion to 
those lighter or 
heavier. 
The feeding of farm horses 
IB a question worthy of much consid- 
eration. 
The majority feed too much 
bulky food. 
Less hay and more con- 
centrated feed will Keep the horse in 
better form, better health, and better 
condition to do heavy work, and be 
less expensive, liegularity in fee ling, 
watoring, 
grooming 
and 
bedding 
horses is essential to their comfort, 
aud reduces tho cost of maintenance 
more than a little. 
Care bestuNved 
upon our horses, oven if they are only 
farm horses, adds much to their value, 
aud lessens the danger of accident, 
disease and lust vitality.—W.

gressive dairy regions tho latter is tho 
most common form, and to the writer 
the most objectionable. 
The large 
shallow vessels expose a great surface 
of milk or cream to the air, oflering a 
good field for catching dust or absorb- 
ing 
odors. 
Milk 
rapidly 
absorbs 
odors, which fact sometimes accounts 
for tho disagreeable taste of milk that 
has stood in the barn for a few min- 
utes after milking, 
subject to the 
smell, etc. 
In view of this fact per- 
sons who sot thoir milk 
in musty 
cellars, or in pantries having a smell of 
provisions, usually produce butter of 
poor grade. 
The large-mouthed pan 
offers tho largest surface of milk to 
catch these smells. Another objection 
to this form of pan is the influence of 
change of air-temperature on the milk. 
After beiug drawn from tho cow, if it 
bo set, milk should be rapidly reduced 
in temperature to as near forty de- 
grees as possible, and the temperature 
kept as constant as possible thereafter. 
If set on shelves, however, in cellar or 
pantry, or even in milk room, the 
temperature of tho milk will be sub- 
ject to wide changes. 
On extremely 
cold days in winter it will be very 
likely to freeze, and frozen cream 
never ought to be used for making 
butter that is to be sold, as it is in- 
ferior in quality. In very hot weather 
it is almost impossible to prevent milk 
so set irom souring before the cream 
is fully risen, so that thereby a loss 
ensues. 
Should the milk sour to lop- 
poring, then it is impossible to skim 
the cream from the surface without 
gathering in some curds, more or less 
of which are frequently left in the 
churn among the hutter, from which 
they cannot be entirely separated, thus 
injuring the quality. 


The deep cim oiiers a better oppor- 
tunity for keeping the milk under con- 
ditions favorable to mamtaining its 
good quality until skimmed. 
The can 
may be set in cold spring water, where 
available, aud the temperature of the 
milk kept quite constant. 
Or tho can 
may be placed in a creamer in cold 
well water or ip ice water, aud so set 
in a cold bath, as it were at a low tem- 
perature, with the milk exposed to no 
undesirable atmospheric odors. 
The 
surface of milk exposed in such a can, 
is comparatively small, as compared 
with the larger pans, and there is a 
thicker layer of cream inconsequence. 


Usimlly the cream is skimmed from 
the pans by means of a common hand 
skimmer or a larce flat scoop, while 
the commonest form of deep can ia 
creamed with a conical skimmer or 
dipxiet, 
jMany deep cans, however, 
h a v e iaucets or valves in the side at 
the bottom, or in the bottom, through 
Avhich the skim milk is drawn off leav- 
ing the cream in the cau. 
This is a 
better way of skimming than byre* 
moving irom the top with a skimmer, 
as the cream is left uudistuibed in the 
can, and not mixed more or less with 
the milk below, during the process of 
skimming. 
There is always some loss 
of cream in skimming by any hand 
process, but more by the old fashioned 
surface m e t h o d s than by the more 
modern withdrawing of the skim milk 
from below Avithout disturbing the 
operation. 
At the Indiana 
Experi- 
ment Station very careful experiments 
were conducted comparing the skim- 
ming from the surface of cans, and 
drawing off the milk from below. Dur- 
ing iifteen days in February, the aver- 
age loss from surface skimming was 
0/M per cent., while that skimmed 
from below showed a loss of but 0.17 
per cent. 
This makes a very impor- 
tant diiïerence, where one is setting 
large quantities of milk. 


As has already been indicated, milk 
should be set in eome place 
where 
smells are reduced to a minimum, aud 
where the temperature is constant and 
low. 
For this reason a creamer or 
cabinet for setting milk in is very de- 
sirable, where a good spring house is 
lacking. 
In fact, if a constant cur- 
rent of cold spring water could be con- 
veyed through a creamer, the milk 
would be set under better couditions 
than where simply placed in open 
spring water. 
As a rule it would bo 
better protected from external agen- 
cies that might otherwise injure it.

quality is made of milk set in pans and 
cans, the writer feels that if ono is 
making a specialty of fine dairy but- 
ter, it will be better and more prolit- 
able, where six or more cows are kept,

pedestrian. 
Tho streets of the new 
city» although laid only in macadam, 
arc wider, airier and fringed on either 
Bide with pretty palm trees, giring the 
town a garden-like aspect. 


Tho arebitscturp of tho dwelling- 
houses is heavy, and this gives them an 
appearance of old age which 
thoy 
really do not deserve. 
The material 
used in their building is the porous 
stone which abounds in the island, 
and whioh, when first quarried, is as 
easily worked into blocks as wood, but 
\vhich becomes as hard a^ granite when 
exposed to the atmosphere. 
The 
facades of tho houses are generally 
covered with stucco, painted in all 
colors. 
Blues, yellows and greens are 
used iudificriminalely, and the visitor 
is at once unpleasaiitly struck by the 
bi/'/aro eiToct, but soon learns to ap- 
prociatb tho nice manner iu which this 
apparently ci ixzy and 
unsystematic 
laying on of color harmoniz-es with 
the glowing tropical atmosphere. This 
coloring of tho house fronts is not

ileet eould be held out oi tho bay. The 
-castle is ro-enforced by the long range 
of cannon and barracks on the city 
•side, and the masssivo fortress of the 
Oabaiios crowning the hill behind tho 
Jlorro. 
Ail these are decorated with 
the red and yellow flag of Spain. 
So 
many strong fortifications show how 
important the homo government re- 
gards the place. 


The harbor 
of Havana 
compares 
favorably with themodt famous in the 
world. 
In finitely more 
picturesque 
than New York Bay, it is much live- 
lier in maritime interest than that of 
•the Golden Gate, 
The bay is shaped 
like a hiiman hand outstretched, -with 
tho wrist as the entrance. 
It is popu- 
lous with ships from almost every Na- 
tion on earth. 
Tho one idea it im- 
presses is that of activity. 
European 
and American mail steamers come and 
go daily. 
Coasting steamers and the 
boats of the regular lines from Mex- 
ico and the islands of the Oarribean 
-seek the bay, and great ferries ply be- 
tween the docks of tho city and the 
ilelga shores. 
There is also a lleet of 
sailing boats, yachts cratUeredifrom all 
over tho world, row boats, and what 
•not in the seaway. 


The city itself is pleasing or irrita- 
ting to the newcomer according to the 
spirit that may possess him at the time 
of his arrival. 
But all travelers agree 
•on one point—they universally declare 
it to be one of the noisiest, 
liveliest, 
pell-mell, happy-go-lucky, wide awake, 
<5lamorou8, dangerous towns in exist- 
once. 
Tho 'great Humboldt said of it 
as he entered it from the bay that it 
was the gayest and most picturesque 
•sight in all America. 


It is certainly not. American, and 
yet there is nothing like it in Europe, 
i t is intensely Cuban, and a type of 
itself. 
In a general 
view the town 
^presents churches, cathedrals and other I 
?3tructures that I'orco themselves into» 
prominence against tho background of 
less imposing liouses. 
There is noth- 
ing in this great extent of public build- 
ings that strikes one as being specially 
valuable from an architectural point 
of view, and even if there were 
its 
beauty'would be entirely subordina- 
ted by a colossal prison near the shore, 
which was built for the j^urpose of 
Jiaving a capacity to lodge with ease a 
matter of 5000 prisoners at a time. 


The city is divided into two x^^^^^ts, 
•called tha intramural, or old town, 
•which lies between tho bay and the 
-site of the ancicnt walls which have 


without a reason, in fact. It lias been 
found to absorb much of the sun's rays, 
which, 
without 
this 
disadvantage, 
would work serious injuries to the 
eves. 


There is no city in tho world where 
noise—pure noise, made for its own 
sake and nothing else—reigns as su- 
preme as iu Havana. 
At daybreak all 
the bells in the city are rung furiously. 
Church bells, fire bells, public bells 
and private bells unite with one ac- 
cord to produce a discord calculated 
to drive a civilized man mad. 
Add^to 
this the crowing of game cocks, with 
which the town is over9tool:id for 
gambling purposes; the rattle of in- 
numerable cabs and public convey- 
ances, the clangor of gongs on street 
car lines, electric and otherwise, and 


and night to meeting and lassitude, 
smoking and luxurious ease. Evidences 
of satiety, languor and dullness, the 
weakened capacity for enjoyment, are 
sadly conspicuous, the inevitable se- 
quence ot indolence and vice. 
Tho 
arts and sciences seldom disturb tho 
thoughts of such people. 


•'Tbe pretentious town house 
side 
by side with the humble quarters of 
tho artisan. High life and low life are 
ever present in strong contrast, and in 
the best of 
humor with eaeh other, 
aflbrding elemeu:' of the picturesque, 
if not ot the beautiful. Neatness must 
be ignored whore such human con- 
glomeration 
exists, 
and, as wo all 
know, at certain seasons of tho year, 
like 
dear, delightful, 
dirty Naples, 
Havana is tho hotbed of pestilenco. 
Tho dryness of the atmospliere trans- 
forms "^most of the street ofl'al into 
powder, whish salutes nose, eyes, ears 
and mouth under the influence of tho 
slightest breeze. 
Though there are 
ample bathing facilities in and about 
the city, tho people of either sex seem 
to have a prejudice against their free 
use.*' 


Havana is abundantly supplied with 
parlis, squares and public places. 
The 
squares are ornamented 
with 
royal 
palms, and here and there an orange 
and banana tree, iiud now and then an 
Indian laurel. 
Too Plaza de Armas, 
fronting the Governor's palace, and 
tho Parque de Isabella are two splen- 
did specimens of Cuban apprtji'iation 
of tho richness and fertility of tho 
soil and the rare climate. The Parque 
de Isabella is a picture of gay life in 
the evenina, and is one of the beauty 
spots of Havana, 


The cafes art innumerable and some 
of them the equal of the best and most 
exclusive restaurants in Europe or 
America. 
The principal playhouse is 
the Tacon Theatre,

waking Havanese adds his mite, and 
the city, even iu the time of most 
slumbrous peace, can well be supposed 
to surpass any other town of 300,000 
population in tho world.

fallen into decay and have been used 
for an upbuilding of the new city, and 
tho extramural town, consisting of tho

But these thoroughfares 
are narrow iu the extreme, with side- 
iralk« barely wide enough 
for

lounging places and resorts of every 
color and complexion 
calculated to 
ulFer opportunity to idle and lazy men, 
A recent visitor to the island, describ- 
ing the habits of tho men and their 
unspeakable indolence, says this of tho 
town's resorts and thoir habitues: 


*'The men luxuriate m the oafes or 
spend their evenings in worse places. 
A brief i)eriod of the morumg only is 
given to baemes«, the rtjat of tht) day 


Albisu Theatre and the Circo, Teatro 
do Jane. 
The Casino is a place of 
amusement and instruction combined, 
a sort of atheneum, in which such art 
as lives in Havana is fostered and in 
which state balls occur. 


Tho glory ot the now city lies iu its 
splendid streets and the well ordered 
vegetation that has been 
cultivated 
along their lines. 
The churches are 
without number and are enthusiastic- 
ally iillcd on Sundays and holidays. 
On these occasions unusual demonstra- 
tions are indulged in in the way of 
bell-ringing. 


No city in the world, with the pos- 
sible exception of San Francisco, is 
so lavishly supplied with food pro- 
ducts as Havana. 
The earth and the 
sea render up all their best fruit, and 
living is cheap. 


Tho great Havana market is where 
the visitor opens his eyes. 
An upper 
floor and a lower open on all sides and 
under a roof. 
It covers a good-sized 
block. 
All Havana is here buying its 
dinner and other supplies. 
There is 
a multitudo 
of booths, 
containing 
fruits of the troi^ics, 
fish, 
meats, 
leather 
goods, jewelry and 
curios 
such as only a suaport mart can pick 
up. 
The human beings who preside 
here are reprefieatativcs of every na- 
tion on the globe. 


Tho hotels arc built around a court, 
so that every room has direct com- 
munication with the open air. 
A ter- 
race often encircles tho upper story 
(tho second), and on it are shrubberies 
and plants, and maybe a few parrots. 
There is a most comfortable place to 
sit; indeed,the majority of the citizens 
of Havana spend their time on their 
housetops. 
Thoy dry clothes there, 
ana use the space for a back yard. 


At tho hotels, as at many private 
houses, two meals a day are served— 
breakfavt^in tho late morning, 
and 


dinner in tho evening. 
Coffee can bo 
bad shortly 
after rising. 
Wine 
is 
freely drank. Candles servo as illumin- 
ation when you retire* 


Almost everybody iu Havana smokes 
cigarettes. 
C'igars are very cheap 
ordinarily. 
Cigars that cost "two for 
a quarter" iu the Vnited States are 
bought in Havana for S5.50 a hundred.

Even in times of peace civilians are 
scarce in Havana. 
Soldiers stand at 
every corner—they 
are the 
police. 
The uniform is the same blue as the 
marine's, but tho blouse, trousers and 
blue cai> are trimmed with crimson. A 
sword and heavy revolver, and some- 
times a ride, constitute the equip- 
ment. 
The Spanish Government ofti- 
cials around the docks are dressed iu 
cutaway suits of the prevailing blue. 
A wide-brimmed straw hat, looped up 
at one side with a cockade,is a familiar 
headgear. 


There are manv other uniforms— 
cavalry, artiller.>, oQicers'. 
You can- 
not walk live steps without meeting 
one. 
All these distinctive raiments 
are neat, but look cheap beside the 
dress of a United States soldier or 
marine. 
The cloth resembles cambric 
and is porous and cool. 
However, iii 
iits the wearer well; hois alwavs clean, 
and his shoes are blacked. 
The men 
are not as well set up as the Ameri- 
cans. 
In fact, the men are not as 
robust as our countrymen. 
They are 
sallow and thin. It may be the climate, 
and it may be the excessive smoking. 


With all his politeness and kind- 
ness, the Havana citizen looks on the 
American as legitimate prey. 
If you 
have the misfortune to be of that 
nationality your fate is sealed. 
You 
cannot hide vour identitv. 
You walk 
too fast and you 
are too straight. 
Even the very children on the street 
recognize you. The boatman charges 
you 50 cents, when the ordinary price 
is only 20. 
Figures on fruit and all 
merchandise rise alarmingly when the 
American api^ronches-.

»vays been denied to Northern ganlen-i 
, because of the severity of the winters 
' ind the tenderness of

climbing 
roses having yellow coloring, for the 
iombination of hardiness, 
climt)ing 
labit and yellow color iu a rose was 
mo which it seemed impossible to ob- 
,ain, althouijh tho efiorts of many hy- 
Dridizers havo been directed to that 
iud. 


Mr. Peter Lambert, tho German 
•osarian, is the man to whom tho 
lonor of the greatest success belongs, 
•n his new rose "Aglaia," or ''Yellow 
rtambler," 
wo 
have 
yellow 
color, 
slirabing habit and very considerable 
lardiness. 
It has withstood, unpro- 
iected and without injury, a continued 
temperature ot from zero to two de- 
crees below, and although it has not 
ret been fully enough tested in »liller- 
3nt localities to know positively about 
ts capability 
for undergoing 
still 
ower temperatures, yet there is no 
-eason to think that it will not also 
withstand a much greater degree of 
jold. 


To 
those 
unfamiliar 
with 
wueh 
things it seems strange to talk of 
^'crossing" roses, or rather "breeding" 
them, which is exactly what is at- 
oempted in hybridizing. 
It 
or 
jhould be, gone at with a definite end 
lU view, with a clear idea of whut 
.qualities are wanted in tho proposed 
new rose, so that a judicious uhoicc ;)f 
varieties for tho parents can be mudf, 
the same as one would do in brcfuiu^' 
horses or cattle. 
In producin;; tho 
"Yellow Kambler" tho originattif se- 
lected for the "mother" the Japanc-o 
"Polyantha Sarmentoija," a wild roao 
that as native to Japan and which is a 
vory vigorous climber as well as ex- 
tremely hardy, both of which quali- 
ties were especially wanted in tho hy- 
brid. 
Flowers of this "Polyantha 
Sarmentosa" were then fertilized with 
pollen of a yellow rose called "Revo 
d'Or," which, on account of its having 
somewhat greater hardiness than motit 
yellow roses, was a suitable variety for 
the purpose. 
The seed resulting from 
this hybridization was then pluntod 
and the "Aglaia," or ''Yellow Uum- 
bier," is the result. 


Mr. Lambert has tested the "Yellow 
Rambler" for the past eight years, 
which shows a vory commendable cau- 
tion on his part about putting out a 
new variety. 


It IS interesting to note that there 
is a very strong probability of blood 
relationship 
between 
the 
"Yellow 
Rambler" and a rose that was intro- 
duced some three years 
ago, 
tho 
"Crimson Rambler." 
The "Cnmbuu 
Rambler" was first found growing wiM 
in Japan, and from its foliage, growth 
and manner of blooming is thou;^ht to 
have been produced from the Japnuoca 
"Polyantha Sarmentosa," which was 
tho seed parent of the "Yellow Kum- 
bier." 
If this was the case, it would 
make the "Yellow I^ambler" and thf 
"Crimson liambler" "first coubin«." 
This supposed relationship is rendtred 
still more probable by their very cun- 
sidorable similarity in foliage, huuit 
of growth and manner of blooming 
Tho flowors oi the "Yellow Rambler" 
are borne iu immense trusses, lik<j 
those of the "Crimson Bambler," of- 
ten as many as 12U to 150 in a bunch, 
are very sweetly fragrant, aud last a 
long time without iadiu^#

pure cider vinegar is sold.

many prosecutions have resulted.

aim is to interfere with the trade as

as possible, 
and yet

with

In an inleresting paper read before 
the American Jewish Historical Socie- 
ty, held in Baltirriore last week, it was

A chloroform spray brought 
away large numbers of them, so that 
iu a few hours 12;") were removed. 
Syringing with strong chemical solu- 
tions was resorted to. but by this time 
the larvae had cut their way into so 
many recesses oF the nose and were so 
firmly attached that little could be ac- 
complished. 


Finally thej began 
to drop out, 
dead ; but an abscess in one of the ear 
passages, due to invasion by one or 
more of the worms, 
exhausted 
the 
patient so much that ho died. 
In all, 
250 worms were taken away. 
This was 
a typical case. 
Others closely resemb- 
ling it are not of, infrequent occur- 
rence. 


The screw fly is mainly a tropical 
insect, but is found,all the way from 
Canada to Patagonia. 
Ifc deposits MO 
or 400 eggs within a few moments, 
and the larvae hatched from them are 
whitish footless grubs, slender 
and 
active. 
They mature in five or six 
davs, and when full grown they wng- 
(flQ off and burv themselves in the 
°round, where they are translormed 
into chrysalids.

The bite o£ the tsetse [fly, which is 


native to the central plains of Africa, 
is sometimes fatal to man.

numerous wild beasts—zebras, ante- 
lopes, buffalos, etc.—are deadly in re- 
suit.

which it occupies is well nigh unin- 
habitable by man. 
Nothing worth 
raontioning 
is known of tho life his- 


seek at all times to enter the eye, wish- 
ing to drink the moisture, and thus are 
exccs.-»ivoly annoying.

ones, and so carry infection. In souao 
districts they have created veritable 
epidemicsof the Egyptian ^'trachoma

contagion from them. There is no use 
in trying to kill them, because they 
are too numerous.

man-made article is as good as the 
American product, being clumsy and 
lacking in 
durability,

commands the market just now by 
reason of its lower price. 
The Consul 
also submits some statistics to show 
bow Germany is building up a large 
trade at England's expense with ^ow 
South Wales. 
Ho gives a list of the 
principal German exports to that col- 
ony, and soys they are not nearly as 
good as our own wares, and with the 
advantage of cheai»er and 
quicker 
freights across the Pacific the United 
States should certainly have this trade. 
The (iermans, however, keep 
their 
goods up to or above sample, pack 
them with great care and employ com- 
uetont salesmen speaking several lan- 
guages, and thus continue to extend 
their trade in all quarters,
